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ROOSEVELT FAVORS 
SINGLE LIQUOR TAA 


President Would Have 
U. S. Collect Levies and 
Allocate Funds. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—(4)— 
President Roosevelt was described by 


Chairman Doughton, of the ways and 
means committee, tonignt as inclined 
toward a single federal collection of 
liquor taxes, with allocation of the 
funds to the states. 

Doughton, after the joint hearings 
of the ways and means and senate 
finance committees on liquor legisla 
tion had been completed, told report- 
ers that he was “under the impression 
that the president favors the plan oi 
having the federal government levy a 
single gallonage tax if the plan is 
workable.” 

The ways and means chairman said 
he also was inclined toward the sin- 
gle federal collection. 

The question of who should collect 
the tax and how much featured the 
four days of committee hearings. 

Depend on Method. 

The amount of the tax to be levied, 
evidence before the committee indi- 
cated, would depend on the method 
of collection. Witnesses told the com- 
mittees that a low federal levy might 
be possible if agreements were reach: 
ed with states on the size of their 
liquor taxes. 

Some members said that if the fed- 
eral government alone collected the 
tax, the figure might be substantially 
above the $1.75 to $2 a gallon dis 
tilled spirits tax reported to be fa- 
vored by many of the committeemen.

| Plan owners sometimes found her 
frankness disconcerting. Employes oft-

more avout their work than they.

Perkins said she found it “very inter- | 
indica- | 


esting. very instructive and 
tive of a good human relationship be- 
tween employer and employes,” but 
added 
need for better labor laws on work- 
ig conditions. 

| At one plant, she criticiszed the op- 
'erator for maintaining open elevators 
‘and told him quite frank

with their banks. 

“A means of strengthening coun- 
try banks is suggested by the fact 
that banks become deeply involved in 
long-term financing mainly because 
their lending power greatly exceeds 
the volume of credit that farmers 
and local business can absorb’ in 
liquid operating loans,” Wallace said. 

“This, in most banks, results from 
the large volume of their time and 
Savings deposits. Were these ac- 
counts removed from commercial 
banks, such banks would be able to 
keep in much more liquid condition. 
Segregated in savings banks or loan 
companies the time and savings de- 
posits would be a source of little 
difficulty, for these institutions could 
easily call a halt upon runs by de- 
positors.

GHOST WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—President Roosevelt has been 
privately advised it will be practically and legally im- 

possible to keep the Blue Eagle blanket agreement alive after New 
Year’s Day. . 

The contract he made with employers expires then. What to do? 

Under the law he cannot merely issue another executive order. 
The millions of employers would have to agree individually be- 
cause a contract cannot be renewed without consent of the party 
of the second part. That would be too big a job even for Gen- 
eral Johnson. 

The only thing left to do is for the president to issue a public 
appeal to all employers, asking them to continue to respect and 
obey the battered old bird, even when it is dead. 


EFFECT The decision is not official yet, but it will be soon. 

What it means is that no one can be prosecuted 
for violations. However, Blue Eagles may be taken away from vio- 
lators. If the bright boys in the NRA are able to think up any 
better arrangement, they will suggest it. 

The matter is important because there are about 750 codes 
yet to be signed. About 150 now are in effect. Those without 
codes are generally working under the blanket agreement. Of 
course the first 150 now in effect do represent the bulk of in- 
dustry. 

But if officials wanted to be truthful, they would confess their 
suspicions that the blanket agreement is not even now being very 
widely observed. 

No one can prove it, but the hints are strong that a lot of little 
employers have found it too burdensome and have quietly dropped 
the idea without reporting same. 

Only a few of the major effective codes have to be renewed 
within two years. In this class are steel and automobiles. Steel 
already has signified its intention of renewing. Automobiles will 
soon. 

NRA authorities expect no fights about renewing any of the 
codes within the two-year period. 


FINANCING Another big point in Mr. Roosevelt’s coming mes- 
Sage to congress will be a recommendation for 
direct government loans to industry. 

It appears the RFC loophole lawyers have not been able to find 
a legal loophole for that idea. They want further authority. What 
Mr. Roosevelt will probably seek is power to set up that new cor- 
poration in the RFC so it can lend possibly 10 per cent on pay rolls. 
That means a corporation with a pay roll of three millions a year 
will be entitled to a $300,000 direct loan from the government. 

That happens to be another committee for the nation idea. The 
committee coupled with it an inventory loan plan so private busi- 
ness could borrow 25 per cent of its new inventory from the 
government. 

That idea may not be included. 


STABILIZATION? These current yarns about Mr. Roosevelt 
negotiating with Britain for stabilization are 
yes and no. 

The White House is not exactly fibbing when it denies that Mr. 
Roosevelt undertook any negotiations. He did not. But a certain 
neutral party did. 

If you knew the secrets of the Federal Reserve Bank of New 
York you would know who the neutral party was. And it is a cinch 
that Governor Harrison would not be talking to Britain on that sub- 
ject unless someone able to speak for Mr. Roosevelt in Washington 
told him to. 

But that does not mean stabilization is near, or is being seri- 
ously considered. Now is not the time to stabilize, either for Britain 
or for us. 

Harrison was merely sounding them out and he got a no for 


an answer.

STEPHENS QUIZZED 
BY MRAE COUNSE 


Loan of $1,000 From Don- 
aldson Disclosed During 
Testimony. 


The Jack Lance case continued in 
the foreground Thursday in the trial 
of the McRae-Boykin libel suit as 
W. G. McRae offered documents pur- 
porting to show facts which he con- 
tends he took into consideration when 
making the charges of “framing” 
Lance for the murder of Bert Don- 


aldson, 
A loan of $1,000 from Donaldson 


to Ed Stephens, assistant solicitor- 
general, was disclosed when Stephens 
was called to the stand by George 
Finch, attorney for McRae. Stephens 
admitted that he owed the money to 
Donaldson on a note which was found 
among the former Boykin investiga- 
tor’s effects after his death, and stated 
that he repaid the amount after Don- 
aldson’s death with money borrowed 
from the Morris Plan bank. The 
court sustained an objection by Ma- 
rion Smith, of counsel for Boykin, 
to a question propounded to Stephens 
as to whether at the time the loan 
was made Donaldson on a salary of 
$150. 

Stephens was also quizzed about a 
number of trips made to Miami in 
preparation for the trial of the pres- 
ent case. 

Howard’s Arguments Read. 

The McRae forces won a point when 
Judge Dorsey admitted in evidence a 
large number of newspaper articles 
relating to the Lance trial, which ar- 
ticles McRae says he had before him 
at the time of making the charges 
complained of. Finch also read to 


the jury William Schley Howard's 


closing arguments in the Lance case, 
in which he charged perjured testi- 
mony. 

McRae also produced vouchers and 
checks to several persons described 
by him as witnesses in the Lance 
case. The courtroom audience en- 
joyed one of the few bits of levity in- 
troduced during the trial, when Finch 
read portions of the testimony of Mrs. 
Lulu Morris, a witness in the Lance 
trial. When asked to point out Jack 
Lance, she approached Attorney Wil- 
liam Schley Howard and said that 
was the man, remarking, however, 
that he had gotten a little “poorer” 
since she knew him. Mrs. Morris’ 
testimony was read following the pro- 
duction of certificates by physicians 
testifying that the witness was epilep- 
tic, in support of McRae’s contention 
that she was of unsound mind. 

Among other documents read to the 
jury was a letter which McRae says 
he addressed to Buykin before mak- 
ing charges of extortion of money 
from Art Young, bunco man. This 
letter as read to the jury stated that 
McRae had searched the county rec- 
ords and could not find an entry of 
the advance or return by the county 
of money for expenses of returning 
Young from Utah to Atlanta. The 
letter closed with the statement: “I 
offer you an opportunity to clear up 
this matter if you can, by furnishing 


me with a receipt or voucher showing | 


appropriation of this money by the 
county and your repayment of it- to 
the treasurer.”

Finch also read an advertisement | 


which he states was published by Boy- 
kin, in which Boykin stated that the 
Young expense money was advanced 
by the county, with the exception of 
$50 which he furnished, and a state- 
ment which Finch said was made 
previously that he had advanced $400 
of his private funds for the Young 
expenses, later wiring an additional 
$50 to Bert Donaldson. 

Boykin recovered quickly at Thurs- 
day’s hearing from testimony by Mc- 
Rae on Wednesday, when McRae 
stated that at the time he preferred 
charges against Boykin before the 
grand jury he had knowledge that 
the county had purchased seven auto- 
mobiles from a member of the grand 
jury. 

On cross-examination at the morn- 
ing session, McRae admitted that the 
automobiles in question, the number 
of which was disputed, were purchased 
from the foreman of the July-August 
grand jury. The no-bills against Boy- 
kin were returned by the May-June 
grand jury. 

The trial of the double-action suit in 
which McRae is suing Boykin for 
$100,000 and Boykin by cross-suit is 
asking $300,000 of McRae, will go 
into its eleventh day Friday.

Defense Offers Much 
Testimony on Mental 
Abnormality of Killer. 


NEW ORLEANS. Dec. 14.—(4)— 
Alleged strange childhood outhursts

2- Georgia’s Fields and Streams 


By H. A. CARTER 


MINK. 
The minks of Georgia include two 
varieties, known as the common mink 
(mustela vison mink), and the Flor- 


ida mink (mustela vision lutensis). 
Since these animals have much in com- 
mon and since their separation into 
varieties is a job for the expert, we 
will consider them here as one sort. 

The mink is simply a weasel that 
has taken to the water. It is by no 
means as aquatie as its larger cousin, 
the otter, whose feet are webbed, yet 
it has perfected its swimming to the 
point of being able to capture fish for 
food. Trout, for all their swiftness, 
are ofteg captured by mink, a fact 
which has brought the wrath of fish- 
ermen down upon these interesting 
animals on more than one occasion. 

Since commereial trapping is pro- 
hibited in Georgia under the anti-steel 
trap law, application must be made to 
the department of game and fish for 
permission to trap predatory animals 
that are proving detrimental to prop- 
erty. The animals most often com- 
plained of, so far as I have been able 
to learn, are foxes, muskrats and 
minks. Not only are they detrimental 
to trout streams, but also to hen 
houses and while they seem not to kill 
for pleasure as often as do the weas- 
els themselves, once they have formed 
the habit of killing poultry, only 


death will reform them. Since they 
are so uncannily clever, it takes some 
experience in trapping to capture the 
marauder. The fury of a trapped mink 
is well known and often reported in 
books dealing with natural history. 
This rage is the baffled rage of a 
brave animal in the clutches of an 
enemy that he cannot understand or 
kill. 

It is easy to understand how per- 
sons of little experience in the ways 
of the wilderness come to the con- 
clusion that the trapper is a brute, 
who lives by the pain and torture 
that he can inflict on wild animals. 
It is all too simple; too easy to work 
up a picture arousing the pity of those 
who do not care to investigate the 
other side of the picture. The advo- 
cates of anti-steel-trap legislation sug- 
gest that other traps be substituted 
for the steel trap. One model sug- 
gested is supposed to hit the animal 
in the head and kill it at once. That 
is a wonderful idea, but in nine cases 
out of 10, the animal manages to have 
its head somewhere that it should not 
be, and the added torture of this sort 
of trap is a disgrace to the mind that 
conceived its structure, These same 
people, who have such strong feelinz 
for the wild things, pay for the furs 
they wear with no thought of their 
origin. Do they think furs are man- 
ufactured ?

WA HEAD CRITICIZES 
URPLUS OF COUNTIES 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., Dec. 14— 
(?)—Criticism has been directed by 
Dr. A. E. Morgan, chairman of the 
TVA, at Tennessee’s layout of coun- 
ties in “small political subdivisions.” 

_In an address yesterday at Vander- 
bilt University, Dr. Morgan said ‘“Ten- 
nessee's small counties were laid out 
under conditions in which travel was 
slow. Now a man can go as far in 
half an hour as he used to go in half 
a day.” 

“These small political subdivisions,” 
he continued, “are no longer necessary. 
Investigation has revealed that the 
work done in six days at some county 
courthouses could be accomplished in 
half a day by the same number of 
workers.” 

He said extension and elaboration 
of services rendere the taxpayer 
would result from consolidation of 
counties. Six or seve present coun- 
ties, he declared, could be consolidat- 
ed into one subdivision. 

Dr. Morgan discussed the county 
layout in, connection with a general 
explanation of the authority’s work, 
in which he said one aim of the TVA 
“is gradually to eliminate wastes” re- 
sulting from causes he listed as unem- 
ployment, unnecessary political sub- 
divisions, poor production methods and 
overlapping enterprise.

He was born at Mud River, Kentucky. A nice town, too. 
The best coal in the world comes from Mud River mines. The 
town isn’t far from Owensboro and Russellville, in case you 
can’t find it on the map.

There are a number of stories concerned with his 
entry. One of them tells the story of how he got off 
the train at the Terminal station and found a Luckie 
street car which a policeman told him would take him 
to Georgia Tech. 

When they were three blocks from the school the con- 
ductor called out ‘‘Alexander.”” The sub-freshman wondered 
how the conductor knew his name, but feeling that all things 
were possible in the big city, quit the car at Alexander street.

The new ball, livelier than the one 
used during the past few years in 
the National league and patterned 
almost exactly along the specifications 
of the American league sphere, will 
make its debut in next spring’s train- 
ing camps.

The Pacific Coast 
league already has voted to adopt it 
while the International and Texas 
leagues were almost certain to follow 
suit as they employed the National 
league ball last seasdn.

AUGUSTA, Ga., Dec. 14.—This happens to be the season of the 
year when part of the golf delegation starts for the sun or lays plans 
in that direction, while a good many thousands, who can’t get away,

It was with this thought in mind that I finally surrounded Bobby 
Jones on his course at the Augusta national for some plan of action 
that all these golfers might work on to help eliminate a few extra strokes 
—which seem to accumulate in almost every round played. 

“Can’t you give all these hundreds of thousands a few tips,” I asked, 
“that will help; suggestions they can work on—sensible suggestions— 
something they can understand and work out?” 

“One trouble with the average golfer,” Jones replied, “is that he 
has too many tips and suggestions to handle. 


“But there must be a few funda-t 
mentals that will help. Just what are 
they—only two or three—and among 
the most important?” 

“T’ll take a chance,” Bobby replied, 
‘and give you three suggestions for 
the average golfer.” 

“What is the average golfer?’ he 
was asked. 

“We might place him among those 
who shoot from 90 up to 110 or more, 
including even a few who shoot in the 
eighties. 


A Few F andamentals. 


“In the first place,” Bobby said, “it 
is absolutely necessary from the start 
to be in position, to be adjusted, be- 
fore you can apply any tip at all. 
The average golfer always gives you 
the impression of being rigid in his 
address. He bends over too far: his 
feet are too wide apart; there is no 

“In other words, he is all tied up 
in knots before he even starts the 
elubhead in motion. He has given 
himself no chance to swing the club 
smoothly. I would suggest that he 
stand more erect, that he at least try 
to relax, that he get as comfortable as 
possible in his stance at address, 

“There is nothing for the player to 
gain by planting his feet on the 


and stiffness in the address make it 


of smooth-working swing. The first 
average mistake, due to this stiffness, 
is a fast, hurried, perky, backswing 
followed by a fast, hurried downswing. 
Ease and comfort at address will at 
least help in this respect.”

“The first is that he start his left 
side turning as he starts the back- 
swing. If he leaves this left side be-

This accounts for that | 
right side swinging inward-—-for the: 
right shoulder coming around instead | 
of down. | 


As It Works Out. 


“If the left side isn’t turned prop- | 


erly and if the wrists—-especially the | 
is | 


left wrist—are not cocked, there 
no power at the top of the swing. 
There is little with which one can hit 
the ball any distance at all. Feel- 
ing this, the average golfer attempts 
to make up his power with a shoulder 
and body lunge—often by hitting 
with the right hand and arm from 
the top of the swing. 

“It is my belief that if every 
golfer would cultivate more ease and 
comfort in his stance. if he would 
relieve tension and stiffness in the 
address, and would be sure of turning 
his left side and cocking his wrists— 
if he would only make ai habit of 
these important fundamentals—the 
change would be both noticeable and 
pleasant. 

“There is strict need of proper con- 
centration to bring this about. No 
fundamentals will take care of them- 
selves. And one of the hardest things 
in golf is this matter of correct con- 
centration, of thinking of the right 
thing at the right time, when the big 
mistake is attempting to think of too 
many things, most of them unimpor- 
tant.” 

“You think these suggestions will 
be of value if carried out?’ Jones 
was asked. 

“They are ceratin to be of value. 
if carried out,” he replied.

Talmadge said that he did not be- 
lieve the articles were libelous and 
said that he believed the evidence in- 
sufficient to warrant conviction and 
a prison sentence. 

The governor made the following 
comment revealing his personal opin- 
ion regarding criminal libel: 

“The rule as laid down by the su- 
preme court is that for any article 
to be libelous the article as a whole, 
must be libelous and that no particu- 


lar part of the article can be segre- 


gated from the whole for the purpose 
of showing a libel.” 

The Shirah case did not reach the 
supreme court. After his conviction 
attorneys for the editor announced 
they would take an appeal but the 
appeal was never perfected.
